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and II. The invention I is related to non-heterocyclic rings wherein moieties are 
selected from various non-hetero functional groups : a sulfonyl group or a sulfonyl or 
thiol ether group, an ether group, whereas the invention II is related to heterocyclic 
rings, which contain an epoxide and/or dioxirane group. 

They have different structures and different functional groups in their respective 
ring, thereby exhibiting a chemically different activity respectively. Furthermore, they are 
classified in different classes and subclasses; therefore, it is a burden for the examiner 
to search those broad classes and subclasses. 

In addition, each invention has a different use and effect due to unrelated 
substituents attached to the core of the compounds. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
